AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ CIRCULAR, 





When the “ American Publishers’ Circular” was established, it was announced 
that the Publishers’ Association had no design of realizing any pecuniary profit 
from it. The object was, simply, to establish a Convenient and Economical Mode 
of Communication among the Trade. It was, therefore, stated, that as fast as the 
Receipts of the Paper would warrant it, the rates of advertising would be re- 
Sind . 

In pursuance of this policy, the Committee are now enabled to annonnee a 
very Material Reduction in these rates, to tuke place JULY Ist, 1856, as fol- 
lows :—

LIBRARY EDITIONS. 
Those who keep themselves informed of the modifications gradually 





being made in the style of American book-publishing, will not need to | 


be told that, in the general getting up of books, there has been an im- 
provement corresponding to that which has taken place in the matter 
which the, contain. Much belonging to a book is traditionary in its 
character. Old customs cling to it as tenaciously as they do to other 
things, and it has required an entire change in habits of thought 
before innovations could be made with safety. In the United States 
books have not yet come to be appreciated in accordance with mere 
cost. Their value has depended upon their contents; and the accesso- 
ries of beautiful type, fine paper, and ornamental binding have failed to 
assume that importance which they h:ve long maintained in the Old 
World. There, the attractions of a work have been increased, and in 


the binder. Since the days when the monks devoted their lives to the 
slow process of writing books; expending upon them with patient in- 
Custry all of the skill they possessed; giving weeks and months to 
their ornamenting; racking their brains for quaint devices wherewith 
to fashion the initial letter, gorgeous with bright pigments, the respect 
which books originally excited on account of the immense manual labor 
hecessary to their prcduction has been slowly dying away. At this 
day we can form but a very inadequate idea of the ancient value of 
books, and can hardly realize that they were once considered of so 
gteat worth as to be secured by deed, solemnly bequeathed by will, 
and occasionally given as collateral (to use our Wall St. expression), for 
large amounts of money. When Faust sold his printed bibles in Paris, 


he became an object of suspicion, first on account of the low price at | 


which he otfered them, and subsequently on account of the remarkable 
similarity between the copies, which he was obliged to explain by di- 


| 





vulging the secret of their manufacture. Such influence is slow of 
extinction, particularly when important interests are connected with it. 
Editions for the people would have been somewhat of a superfluity in 
the times when the people could not read; and when books were made 
only for a class, and that a wealthy class, who required them not aloné 
for reading, but preserved them as they would pictures, in obedience to 
fine taste, or as marks of wealth, the external decorations were, of 
course, not neglected. Thus, books for a long time continued to be 
made for libraries; and when learning became extended, the enlarged 
demand was attended by a supply which involved an innovation upon 
old fashions. But a wide distinction was yet observed between books 
and cheap reading. Pamphlets, journals. etc., were brought within 
reach of the popular pocket, but the digrity of binding could not bend 
to the crowd. The time was soon to come however, when the people 
would require some notice, when the spelling-book should have initiated 
the children of the poor and humble into the glorious mysteries of lit- 
erature, when the combinations of the alphabet like the key to Hobbe’s 
lock should open the treasures which had before been enclosed in the 
mind. The people now required books; perhaps the class of books to 
which they were at first attracted was not of a very high standard; 
they had not yet become sufficiently educated to distinguish between 
the true and the untrue in art, though they could not be deceived by 
the false in nature. Whatever reflections are induced by these facts, 
it is not now our purpose to pursue; we are looking at the 
merely material effects as they concern the mechanical departments of 
book-publishing. It is not the best time for literature when the binder 
becomes of more importance than the author, and on the other hand 
when books are got up solely with regard to cheapness, it indicates 
generally a worthless literary character, not deserving of preservation. 
We are emerging from the era of low-priced publications, and we use 
low-priced in opposition to cheap. Books may be roughly divided into 
two great classes—those which are got up with regard to immediate 
reading, and those which are published expressly for preservation on 
the shelves of a library. Of the latter the proportion is continually 
increasing, and with them we may expect to find as much of taste, skill, 
and finish as art with us is capable of furnishing. There are some 
works, to be sure, of so limited an application as to be removed from 
any popular connection—works necessarily costly, either from number 
of required illustrations, or from magnitude of reading matter, like 


| Audubon’s Ornithology, or an Encyclopedia; these are only within 
| the means of public libraries or wealthy individuals; but, even of such 
some cases entirely created by the illastrating artist, the printer, and | 


publications, we believe the time will come when popular editions will 


be issued. Our progress in art, in the departments of stereotyping, eleo- 





trotyping, etc., enables the publishers to produce innumerable impressions 
which shall preserve all the fine lines of the choicest engravings, and 
thereby obviate the necessity which formerly existed of limiting the 
edition of a handsomely illustrated work. We find that books are being 
continually published in this country, which in all respects may sustain 
comparison with the best issued from European presses. They are no 
doubt exceptional, yet they are at the same time an evidence of what 
may be done, and show very plainly that when the public demand it we 
can supply the finest library editions such as we were once obliged to 
import. Enterprising publishers are constantly testing public taste; 
often, very often at their own heavy cost. They attempt to lead the 
way which none follow; spread a banquet of which none partake. A 
few popular authors like Scott, Cooper, Irving, and Dickens will always 
justify uniform editions, but of late years there has been no sufficient 
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of a desire to possess the works of less familiar writers. 
8 Uniform edition of Scott or Cooper be announced, it may be pre- 
sumed that its sale is not based upon a calculation as to those who have 
mot read them. It may be presumed that they will be bought mostly 

those who know them almost by heart; who intend, certainly, to 

ad them again, but who in their purchase seek to gratify a natural 
inclination that urges them to own the treasure from which they have 
derived so much enjoyment. There is every reason to believe that pub- 
lie taste in regard to books is becoming more and more improved, not 
in & manner affecting the most expensive, but in regard to ordi- 
mary editions. This isno less gratifying to the publisher than to 
cultivated people; it is encouraging to both. It gives to the pub- 
lisher an opportunity for the exercise of taste, and elevates his pro- 
fession above a mere literary agency. If the public would get in the 
habit of putting their books upon shelves, and of there keeping them for 
the convenience of quiet consultation; looking upon them as dear 
friends who have made their pleasant homes with them, and to whom 
they can go for comfort and consolation; for words of wisdom and 
encouragement; for kindly teaching and advice, they will be will'ng to 
pay a little more to the printer, the paper-maker, and the binder for a 
comely dress to put them in, and will learn to look upon all these acces- 
sories of art not as of primary consequence, but at the same time as 
by no means unimportant. 








Piterary Intelligence. 


Muer, Ortoy & Murugan are to reprint “ Lake Ngami ; or, Explorations 
and Discoveries during Four Years’ Wanderings in the Wilds of South-West- 
ern Africa,” by Charles John Andersson, a Swede, whose book bas been very 
favorably received in Europe The author has been presented with a gold 
medal by the King of Sweden. Lientenant Burton, whose “ Pilgrimage ” is 
jn the press of Putnam, is shortly to proceed on a new exploring expedition 
¢0 the Somali country in Eastern Africa. 


Sramere & Townsenp will publish, early in September, an entirely new 
and very elegant library edition of the complete works of J. Fenimore Cvoper, 
in 20 , large 12mo. 


In England we observe that a slight alteration has been made in an od 
custom among printers and grammarians. It has been the fashion heretofore, 
to distinguish quotations by double signs thus: ** ——” and where one quo- 
tation has been included within another te employ only single marks— 
“@en'— «22 Thisrule has been reversed in the best class of books and 
periodicals in England, but with us it still remains as formerly. In this con- 

nection we may mention that in regard to types we are somewhat behind 
our cousins over the water; in one instance, at least, we suffer from a defi- 
seney which we have often regretted and which is there supplied. Our 
type-founders, we believe, cast no italic figures, at any rate we do not remem- 
ber ever having seen them in # work printed in this country. A sentence in 
italic letters containing Roman numerals has an awkward appearance, and 
typefounders will do well to consider the matter. This new difference 
between America and England will we trust be settled without resort to the 
Ultima Ratio. 
The Lamartine subscription goes on quietly ; the appeal made to the pub- 
lic by his friends in his behalf having produced a list of eabonaés to his Cours 
familier de Littérature which brought in somewhere about 400,000 francs 
(16,0002. sterling),—a very high figure indeed for Franee. It would, how- 
ever, have risen much higher, but some friendly pen pointed out to the pub- 
lie that the distresses of the poet could not be so very pressing, seeing that, 
wholly independent of any private property he may possess, he is in the 
receipt of somewhere above three thousand a year, English money—a very 
respectable fortune in any country, and in France sufficient to command 
every luxury. This handsome income is derived from the following sources: 
—On Lamartine’s visit to the East the Sultan was so charmed with the ac- 
count of his journey and his writings, parts of which were then translated to 
the young sovereign for the first time, that he Lestowed upon the celebrated 
writer a very large tract of land, worth at the lowest computation, ten thou- 
sand pounds. It was subsequently explained to the royal donor that this 
y gift was of little real value to a man living in France; upon which 
the generous Monarch exchanged it for a more tangible present of 26,000 
frances (1,040/.) a year; which has ever since been duly paid into Roths- 
child’s to M. de Lamartine’s t. Besides this, there are two journals 
which he started since the Revolution of 1848, to which he still lends the 
eredit of his name, for which he receives 25,000 francs annually frem each; 
making in all the handsome income above mentioned. When this came to be 
t upon, and seeing that he was still'in the possession and daily exer- 
eise of his popular and most profitable talents, and that these large earnings 
were backed by a ready-money income of 3,000/. a year, it does not seem 
wonderfal that the people began to think the “ distress” in such a ease could 
not be so yery urgeut.—Oor. London Critic.

The French Government, in the distribution of honors on the occasion of 
the baptism of the Imperial Prince, did not overlook literary, artistie, and 
scientific men. M. Le Verrier, of the Observatory at Paris; M. Nisard, of 
the French Academy; M. A. Thierry, of the Academy of Moral and Politica} 
Sciences; M. Liais, of the Paris Observatory; M. Saint Georges, dramatie 
author; M. Meissonnier, the artist ; Count A. de Vigny, of the French Acad- 
emy; M. Semart, of the Institute; M. Massé, the composer; M. Sauvageot, 
of the Museum of the Louvre, snd many artists, authors, or savans obtained 
promotions in, or nominations to, the Legion of Honor. Presents of books 
were, on the same occasion, made to a great number of provincial libraries. 


New Pusuication upon Frencu History.—The publishing house of Jannet, 
says the Athéneum Frangais, 28th June, will shortly commence the publica- 
tion of a new collection of memoirs, relative to the history of France, to be 
comprised in not less than 200 volumes, similar to those of Elzevir. The 
collection will consist of the works of Messrs. Petitot, Monmerqué, Miehaud, 
and Poujoulat, besides sixty or seventy volumes of chronicles and memoirs— 
some printed, but never collected ; others never printed. The notes will be 
very numerous, 

Darawsack On Paper ror Bistrs, &c.—In 1855-56, the sum of 90941. was 
paid in England for drawback of duty on p»per used in printing Bibles, Tes- 
taments, and Prayer-Books, and 12092. in Seotland. In 1854-65, 95:2 was 
spent in England, and 2088/. in Scotland. 

A discussion of considerable interest has been lately earried on between 
the Religious Tract and Book Society of Scotland and the Edinburgh book- 
sellers, relating to that Society’s publications. The matter appears to have 
terminated to the advantage of the trade. Upon this controversy the Lon- 
don Pubiishers’ Cireutar remarks: The question, viewed broadly, is of great 
importance to the retail bookseller, and, moreover, has bearings, beth polit- 
ically and socially, to which it is beyond our province to more than allude, 
The Society, indeed, almost in the same breath, jastify the course they have 
taken, and deny that they have taken it,—they promise to discontinue the 
sale of secular publications, and affirm the propriety of their selling them, 
The whole question, practically, seems to turn upon the importance attached 
to the position of the retail bookselter as an agent in the circulation of books. 
The trade allowance is an acknowledgment of the retail bookseller’s useful- 
ness on the part of the publishers, who are, in truth, the parties most inter- 
ested in the sale of books ; and any association of individuals for the purpose 
of supplyiug the public at a price which precludes the usual profit, is an un- 
due interierence with the regular course of trade, and justifiable only in cer- 
tain cases,—such, perhaps, as that instanced by the Committee when they 
mention the fact of their keeping on sale, to the great convenience of the re- 
ligious publie, sueh an assortment of religious tracts as it would not be worth 
the while of any retail bookseller to Keep in stock. This, however, is not 
what our Edinburgh friends eomplain of, —such sales they are, no doubt, glad 
to be relieved of. The result of the controversy seems to be that the Socie- 
ty, while they acknowledge that they have done wrong, and promise to dis- 
continue the praetices complained of, do not like to retire without endeavor- 
ing to justify themselves, and an attempt to have the best of the argument 
and the last word in the controversy. The obligations ef the trade generall 
are due to the Edinburgh booksellers for having taken up a subject of me: 
importance. 

The Correspondence of Fichte and Schelling is to be published at Stutt- 
gart. The greater portion of the letters belongs to the years from 1799 to 
1802, during which time Fichte was at Berlin, aud Schelling at Jena. This 
book will be of interest as a philosophical study. 

Among works in press in Germany are the Dfunich Aliuia, edited by 
Count Focci. It will contain a considerable collection of inedited German 
poems. Dr. Pertz, author of the Biography of the Minister Stein, is engaged 
upon a Life of Field-Marshal Gueisau. A volume of the poems of Giovanni 
Meli of Palermo, edited by Ferdinand Gregorovius, and a new work by Ler- 
mann Grim have been received in this eity by last steamer. 

Dr. Wurzbach, by the order of the Minister Bach, has prepared some sta- 
tistics upon book-publishing in Austria. 57 tables for the year 1854. The 
total number of publications was 24,089: 12,983 German; 6,136 Italian; 
1,482 Hungarian; 815 Polish; 757 Szekler; 453 Slave; 363 Illyrian Cro- 
atian; 244 Russniak; 234 Hlyrian Servian; 1712 Romaic. Vienna and 
Milan are the principal places of publication, after which comes Hungary- 
Daring this period 500 books have been issued in Hungary, the smallest 
namber in the Szekler larguage. Trieste and its vicinity have published 221, 
the Tyrol 170,and Poland 269. Jn Croatia have been published 25 ; Carin- 








Bukowina 2. In Bohemia there are 7,874 inhabitants for one publication ; 
in Hungary 9,555; and in southern Austria 979. Of the 24,000 publications, 
1,388 were theological, 812 of sermons and morals, 1,806 educational, 3,579 
on law, 5,647 on commerce, 792 natural seience, 667 history, 222 geography, 
155 poetry, 146 plays, 546 romances, and 5,892 journals. 


We learn from the Atheneum Frangais that the memoirs of Heinrielr 
Heine, concerning the existenceof which doubts have been expressed, are 
really extant. They are entirely written by the hand of the poet in those 
gigantic characters whieh loss of sight towards the latter part of his life 
obliged him to employ. It is net known when these memoirs are to be pub- 
lished, as the widow of Ileize in accordance with his request will not permit 
their publication while she lives. A number of his posthumous poems wilt 
shortly be issued. M. Alfred Meissner who, according to the Deutsche Mu- 
seum, has been entrusted with the arrangement of Heine’s literary remains, 
+ intends to publish at Hamburgh a biography of the poet.

De For ap tre Grost THAT MADE THE Boox Sett.—aAn adventurous book- 
gcller had ventured to print a considerable edition of Drelincourt’s Book of 
Consolation against the Fears of Dea’h, translated by M. D'Assigny, But, 
however certain the prospect of death, it is not so agreeable (unfortunately) 
as to invite the eager contemplation of the public, and the book, being neg- 
lected, lay a dead stock on the hands of the publisher. In this emergency 
he applied to De Foe to assist him in rescuing the unfortunate book from the 
literary death to which general neglect seemed about to consign it. De 
Foe’s genius and audacity devised a plan, which, for assurance and ingenu- 
ity, defied even the powers of Mr. Puff in the Critic; for who but himself 
would have thought of summoning up a ghost from the grave to bear witness 
in favor of a halting body of divinity? There is a matter-of fact, business- 
like style in the whole account of the transaction, which bespeaks ineffable 

wers of self-possession. The apparition of Mrs. Veal is represented as 
appearing to a Mrs. Bargrave, her intimate friend, as she s#t in her own 
house in deep contemplation of certain distresses of her own, After the 
ghostly visitor had announced herself as prepared for a distant journey, her 
friend and she began to talk in the homely style of middle-aged ladies, and 
Mrs. Veal proses concerning the conversations they had formerly held, and 
the books they had read together. Her very recent experience probably 
led Mrs. Veal to talk of death and the books written on the subject, and she 

ronounced, ez cathedra, as a dead person was best entitled to do, that “ Dre- 
incourt’s book on death was th» best book on the subject ever written.” She 
also mentioned Dr. Sherlock, two Dutch books which had been translated, 
and several others; but Drelincourt, she said, had the clearest notions of 
death and the future state of any who had handled that subject. She then 
asked for the work, and lectured on it with great eloquence and affection. 
Dr. Kenrick’s Ascetick was also mentioned with approbation by this critical 
apectre (the Doctor’s work was no doubt a tenant of the shelf in some favorite 
publisher's shop), and Mr. Norris’ poem on Friendship, a work which, I doubt, 
though honored with the ghost’s approbation, we muy now seck for as vainly 
as Corelli tormented his memory to re over the sonata which the devil played 
tohiminadream. The whole account is so distinetly circumstantial, that, 
were it not for the impossibility, or extreme improbability at least, of such 
an occurrence, the evidence could not but support the story. 

The effect was most wonderful. Drelincourt upm D ath, attested by one 
who could speak from experience, took au unequalied run. The copies had 
hung on the bookseller’s hands as heavy as a pile of bullets. They now 
traversed the town in every direction, like the same balls discharged from a 
field-piece. In short, the object of Mrs. Veal’s apparition was periectly 
attained.—Scoti’s Memoir of De Foe.

Arrevet to Prixt A Perrect Boox.— Whether such a miracle as an im- 
Maculate edition of a classical author does exist,” says one, “I have never 
learnt; but an attempt has been made to obtain this glorious singularity, 
and was as nearly realized as is perhaps possible—the magnificent edition of 
Os Lusiadas of Camoens by Don Joze Souza, in 1817. This amateur spared 
no prodigality of cost and labor, and flattered himself that, by the assistance 
of — not asingle typographical error should be found in that splendid 
volume. 

_ “Butan error was afterwards discovered in some of the copies, occa- 
sioned by one of the letters in the word Lusi/ano having got misplaced 
during the working of one of the sheets. It must be confessed that this was 
an accident or misfortune, rather than an erratum!” 

The celebrated Foulises, of Glasgow, attempted to publish a work which 
should be a perfect specimen of typographical accuracy. Every precaution 
was taken to secure the desired result. Six experienced proof-readers were 



















employed, who devoted hours to the reading of each page; and after 
thought to be perfect, it was posted up in the hall of the university, w 
notification that a reward of fifty pounds would be paid to any person ¥ 
could discover an error, Each page was suffered to remain two weeks ii 
the place where it had been posted, before the work was printed, and the 
printers thought that they had attained the object for which they had been 
striving. When the work was issued, it was discovered that several errors 
had been committed, one of which was in te first line of the first page. 
The Foulis’ editions of classical works are still much prized by scholars and 


evllectors.—Jdem. 


Cnaracters in Writine.—The characters of writing have followed the 
genius of the barbarous ages; they are well or ill formed, in proportion gs 
the sciences have flourished more or less, Antiquaries remark, that the 
medals struck during the consulship of Fabius Pictor, about 250 years before 
Augustus, have the letters better formed than those of an older date. Those 
of the time of Augustus, and of the following age, show characters of Pee 
beauty. Those of Diocletian, and Maximian are worse formed than of 
the Antonines; and again, those of the Justins and Justinians d erate into 
a Gothic taste. But it is not to medals only that these remarks are 
cable; we see the same inferiority of written characters generally foll 
in the train of barbarism and ignorance. During the first race of our kings, 
we find no writing which is not a mixture of Roman and other characters. 
Under the empire of Charlemagne and of Louis le Débonnaire, the characters 
returned almost to the same point of perfection which characterized them in 
the time of Augustus, but in the following age there was a relapse to the 
former barbarism ; so that for four or five centuries we find only the Gothic 
characters in manuscripts; for it is not worth while making an exception for 
some short periods, which were somewhat more polished, and when there 
was less inelegance in the formation of the letters.—Afelange, d Histoire # de 
Literature. 


A very interesting article recently appeared in Chambers’ Journal, en- 
titled “* The Literary Leviathan,” describing the secret of M. Alexandre Du- 
mas’ extraordinary literary fecundity. The writer asserts that, in the first 
ace, few or none of the works bearing Damas’ name are original, and cites 
instances of wholesale plagiarism without any acknowledgment; and, in the 
second place, he ass°rts that the most popular of those which are attributed 
to Dumas were written by assistants, whom he employed. The writer says, 
in a part of his article :— 

“A number of assistants were employed ; and it is an indisputable fact, 
that by these assistants were written the very best of the romances which 
were given te the world as the works of Alexandre Dumas, Among many 
others we may allude only to Georges, written by M. Mallefille; Fernande, 
by M. Auger; Un Fille de Regent, by M. Coualhaic; and Sylvandire, by M. 
Maquet. These works, however, were but little known out of France; it 
was Les Trois Mousguetaires and Monte Christo that gave Dumas a world-wide 
reputation, though he actually did not write a line of either of them, The 
Three Musketeers—we use its English title, for it is well known < translations 
both in England and America—was written by M. Maquet. e place the 
word written in italics, for the work is one of the very grossest of plagiar- 
isins, Previous to the historical romance coming into vogue, what may be 
termed romantic biographies were written, in which the lives of real histori- 
eal characters were treated in a romantic manner. One Gatien de Courtiltz, 
a writer of romantic biographies in the early part of the last century, hit 
upon the very excellent subject of the life of M. d’Artagnan, from his depart- 
ure when a poor lad from Béarn, his native place, to his high elevation at 
the French court as captain of the royal musketeers, and prime favorite of 
Cardinal Mazarin, and to his glorious death in the trenches at the siege of 
Maestricht. Accordingly, in 1701, Courtiltz published his M/émoirs de Mf, 
d Artagnan—a romance, be it remembered, founded on a real life—and in- 
troduced into the work the fictitious characters, Athos, Porthos, and Aramis, 
their intrigues, duels, amours, diinking-bouts, and gambling matches, since 


so well known to the readers of The Three Musketeers. In fact, Maquet did 


not task his invention for a single incident ; he did not even alter the names 

of the leading characters; he merely modernized the style of part of the original 

Mémoires. But as the work of Courtiltz is not very rare—we have met with 

it on London book-stalls—Maquet, to put his readers on a false scent, alludes 

in his preface to the J/émoires, but in a light, careless manner, as if merely, 

incidental to a more elaborate reference he makes to a certain man

This manuseript has been sought for, but in vain, It never had an existence,; 
save in the too cunning mind’s-eye of M. Maquet. Probably M. Dumas him-

Maquet was making it, he one evening supped with some brother littérateurs,” 
and the conversation turning upon the book-manufactory of M. Dumas, a 
friend asked Maquet why he did not write in his own name.
